The magnificent auroral display of Sunday 
night, which was seen over a large part of the 
continent, has scarcely a parallel in the history 
of the oldest inhabitant. Nearer the poles there 


is not seldom a gorgeous display of auroral 
grandeur; but in this climate one seldom sees 
anything of the kind which more nearly resem- 
bles that of Sunday night than the shadow resem- 
bies the object that casts it. We certainly have 
not had one so grand since the great tire. 

The question was asked yesterday by thou- 
sands, “ What is it?” Physicists have found it 
ditlicult to define or explain. But they now 
generally agree that the aurora is an electrical 
phenomenon. That this is correct receives pos- 
itive proof from the disturbances in the lines of 
telegrapbic communicadon during the display. 
In sume cases the wires actually worked with- 
out the aid of the usual batteries, and even re- 
versed their action. electricians state that 
it was the greatest electrical storm experienced 
in many years, and the greatest ever known 
u panied by other storm. 

Probably the most interesting point in con- 
nection with the aurora is the growing certitude 
tha’. it is closely associated with the phenomena 
of solar eruption. The auroras are koown to be 
most frequent and most brilliant when the suns 
surface is most violentiy agitated; and it seems 
probable that the storm on the sub causes the 
electrical storm here, of which the aurora is one 
form of manifestation. It is well koown that 
we are now near the as point ia the 
eleven (II- year cycie sun-spot activity, tne 
spots being now large and nuwerous.

President Angell, of the Michigan Univer- 


sity, one of the Commissioners to China, said, 
when his views were asxed for: Whether 


the twenty-year limit in the vetoed bill was a 


reasonable one or not, is purely a matter of 
opinion. When such a question is to be con- 


sidered, the only way to decide it, after dis- 


cussion, is to call the roll and see who has 


the most votes.” That is the way it was de- 


cided when the twenty-year bill was passed 


by Congress. The President vetoed it 
because he believed his judgment and 
that of his advisers was better than 
the judgment of Congress. The veto was 
the only instance in our recent history 
of a veto inspired solely by a difference 
of opinion not founded on principie between 
the Executive and Congress. The differ- 


enees of opinion which Hayes and Grant 


had, or pretended to have, with Congress 
were founded upon principle, or were said 
to be so; but, if Mr. Arthur should approve 
this bill, as it is believed he will, it cannot 
honestly be said that any principle was in- 
volved in the veto message. 

The substitution of the word “ certificate” 
for the word “passport” in certain sections 
of the amended bill is a mere sham, and is 
known to be so by every man who voted for 
the amended bill. The original design of 
the passport sections, concerning which so 
great an outery has been raised, was simply 


to protect the Chinese now residing in the 


country who may wish to go out and re- 
enter. The amended sections, with “ certifi- 
cates”’ substituted for “passports,” accom- 
plish this and nothing more. “Certificate” 
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more Chinese are wanted in ten years Con- 


gress may refuse to continue the present

legislation, but such a contingency is not 


apprehended. It is likely that in ten 
years Republicans and Democrats will be 
vying to outdo each other in the cause of 
Chinese restriction. The twenty-year bill 
would have been better, because it would 
have afforded white comet agate} whys ere 
Coast a guaranty that they would not be mo- 
lested by Chinese competition for at least 
that length of time; but if for any cause 
the bill had proved to be objectionable, Con- 
gress would always have had the power to 
repeal it: Affirmative action will now be re- 
quired at the end of ten years to do what 
otherwise would have resulted from the neg- 
lect or refusal of Congress to act. That is 
the only important difference between the 
two billg. 

The Republicans of the House by skillful 
management have retrieved much of the 
ground that was lest by the unwise and un- 
necessary veto of the original bill. The Chi- 
nese question as a political issue cannot 
long survive the operation of so radical a 
measure as this. It must disappear from 
politics: nor can the Republican party, or 
any party, be justly regarded as the advo- 
cates of Chinese restriction, when only 
thirty-seven votes are recorded against a ten- 
year restriction bill. It will be observed 
that Mr. Kasson and several other 
of the lowa members voted for the 
amended bill. Two of the Massachusetts 
members (Robinson, of the; North Adams 
district, in which Chinese were formerly 
employed, and Russell) voted for it. All the 
lilinois Republican members and all the 
Michigan, Minnesota, and Wisconsin mem- 
bers, except Williams, of the Janesville dis- 
trict, and Humphrey, voted forit. With this 
record-vote, it will be difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to make political capita] for or against 
either party on account of its action on the 
Chinese question. 


THE TAX ON RAW MATERIALS. 

The recent debate in Congress on the gen- 
eral subject of the tariff has produced a large 
volume of literature of the most varied char- 
acter, but the misfortune is that there has 
been but little said that has been new or es- 
sentially practical. There has been an ava- 
lanche of assertion, an industrious revamp- 
ing of old and worn-out theories, and the 
doctrine of protection has again served the 
occasion for some most remarkable presen- 
tations of that peculiar logic which, stating 
the conclusions to which the advocate seeks 
to arrive, tests all facts by the extent to which 
they sustain those conclusions. Thus one 
statésman assumes that this is the most pros- 


perous people on earth: that we have a pro- 


tective tariff, ostensibly to increase the wages 
of two ogt of every fitty of the population; 
that this National prosperity is due to the 
fact that fifty “persons are taxed to pension 
the two; and that were it not for this pen- 
sion to two the others “would suffocate 
from unsalable abundance of their own 
producti@n.”’ 

In this- discussion, however, Mr. Abram 
Hewitt, of New York, presented the whole 
tariff question in a practical, direct, and 
statesmanlike manper, which, while it may 
not have been appreciated, if in fact under- 
stood, by the professional parrots who are 
forever crying out “more tariff,” cannot 
fail to impress the practical and thoughtful 
men of all parties in the country. 

His general scheme was the immediate 
passage of an act amending the tariff in two 
particulars: (1) That all raw materials, 
meaning thereby all materials which have 
not been subjected to any process of manu- 
facture, and all waste products, meaning 
thereby all waste materials which are 
fit only to be manufactured, and all 
chemicals which are not produced in 
this country, and alcohol for use in 
manufactures, shall be placed upon the free 
list; and (2) that so far as possible specific 
duties shall be substituted for ad-valorem 
duties; that the duty shall not exceed 50 per 
cent on the average dutiable values of the 
preceding three years. This is a plain and 
simple bill; so plain that even the Committee 
of Ways and Means ought to be able to un- 
derstand it. It is simply to remove every 
tax, obstruction, hindrance, or prohibition 
upon every article not manufactured, but 
which can be used in the manufacture or 
wares and merchandise in any form in this 
country. It is to place every manufacturer 
or workman in the United States on an 
equal footing with the manufacturers, work- 
men, and mechanics of every other country 
on earth in the matter of obtaining at the 
least cost and free of tax every raw or un- 
manufactured article needed by him in the 
production of the merchandise or fabric to 
the production of which his industry and 
labor are employed. It is a proposition to 
remove every tax, or fetter, or chain, or in- 
cumbrance from American labor, skill, in- 
dustry, and enterprise, and make this coun- 
try the market where every people on earth 
can bring their unmanufactured productions 
and exchange them for the finished mer- 
chandise produced by American labor and 
skill. 

The second proposition is, that the tariff 
tax shall be confined to the finished, manu- 
factured products of foreign countries; that 
as the American manufacturers will have the 
opportunity of obtaining free of tax and 
on an equality as to cost all the raw mate- 
rials they need in their business, they will be 
able not only to command the home market 
for. their manufactures, but will be able to 
manuf. eture for the export trade from which 
they are now practically excluded. 

The United States have at present a foreign 
market, chiefly for raw materials, such as 
food, cotton, tobacco, and petroleum. We 
export no manufactures; all the markets 
of the world are closed against American 
manufactures, because our tariff has so in- 
creased the cost of the raw materials that our 
manufacturers cannot produce their wares 
at prices at which they can be sold. Even 
Mexico, our nearest neighbor, cannot afford 
to buy American goods, but sends her money 
to Europe, even for cotton cloth. 

Great Britain had at one time a protective 
tariff that bristled with duties that even 
shames that in force in this country at this 
time. It was a tariff so industriously com- 
piled that no article escaped the rigorous tax 
of the custom-house. Every material enter- 
ing into manufactures was taxed,and every 
‘manufactured article was subjectea fo an 
excise tax. When the distress Decame so 
great that the repeal of the corn Jaws became 
inevitable, Sir Robert Peel began his meas- 
ures for the relief of the manufacturers. He 
repealed some of the excise duties on Brit- 
ish, manufactures. He proposed to abolish 
the duties on exports, especially on coal. He 
announced his purpose to repeal the duty on 
430 raw materials used in manufactures, and 
he did this that manufactures might increase 
and more labor be employed. Among other 
things he abolished the duty on raw 
cotton. This policy he continued from time 
to time, until he had repealed all taxa- 
tion on every article of raw material 
that could be used in the manufacture 
of merchandise in Great Britain. He then 
repealed the duty of foed, and Great Britain 
at once entered upon that success as a man- 
ufacturer which has made her commerce 
coextensive with civilization. It was not by 
free trade, but it was by opening her ports to 
the free ehtry of the raw material that could 
de manufactared in 
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free of tax to her manufac 

ers. These same ships carried back to the 
four quarters of the globe the same materials 

and fashioned into merchandise 
suitable for every people and for every climé. 
Tue grand work of England’s success as a 
manufacturer began and followed the ad- 
mission into England free of all taxes, not 
the manufactures of other lands, but the raw 
materials, which, placed in British mills and 
British hands, enabled her to produce. the 
finished goods at a cost which excluded com- 
petition. The mills, and furnaces, and forges 
multiplied, workmen increased from hun- 
dreds to thousands, and British manufactur- 
ers commanded, as they do now, the markets 
of the world. 

The first great relief, and the most urgent 
that can be extended, is the immediate re- 
peal of every tax imposed on any commodity, 
of whatever nature, which can be employed 
asa materlal in any branch of manufacture 
in this country. In the struggle by Ameri- 
can manufacturers for the sale of their pro- 


ductions they are met by an oppressive and 


crushing tax, averaging perhaps 25 per cent 
on the raw materials which they employ in 
their business. All competition is paralyzed. 
This tax is equivalent to an export duty on 
all they have to sell. They are crushed at 
the very threshold of their business. They 
are taxed out of existence by their own 
protective tariff. Every cent levied in 
the way of tax by che tariff on the 
raw materials used for manufacturing 
in this country is practieally a tax ievied for 
the benefit of the foreign mapufacturer; 
every cent added to the cost of producing 
American manufactures is that much done 
to prevent American manufacturers compet- 
ing with foreign. Hence it is that, despite 
the enormous protective tariff, the forelgu- 
made goods come in and freely compete and 
exclude the domestic manufactures. Mr. 
Hewitt’s bill is sound, just, and urgent, and 
if the majority were not somewhat insane, 
through ignorance on the subject of protec- 
tion, that bill would be taken up and passed 
unanimously. 


NATIONAL EDUCATION OF THE FREED- 
MEN . 


The action of the House Committee on Edu- 
cation and Labor in agreeing to the Dill 
offered. by Mr. Sherwin, of IIIinois, will at- 
tract some attention in every part of the 
country. Though it is hardly fair to some 
of the States, it is probably the only thing 
that can be done at this session, and as such 
there can hardly be any question that it will 
meet the approval of the North, though its 
principal benefit will accrue to the South. 
The bill provides for an annual appropria- 
tion of $10,000,000 for five years, which 
amount is to be apportioned among the States 
according to their illiteracy. The money is 
to be distributed by the Commissioner of 
Education under the supervision of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. There are but few 
conditions attached to the bill. The most im- 
portant being, first, that no State shall receive 
any of the money unless itsupports schools at 
least three months in each year; and second. 
“that no part of the appropriation received 
by any State shall be applied to the erection 
or repair of school buildings, nor to the pur- 
chase of sites for school buildings, nor for the 
payment of salaries to any other than school- 
teachers, and that the appropriation to each 
State shall be applied proportionately to the 
education of children, white and colored, in 
each State.” 

As the first distribution will be made upon 
the basis of information furnished by the 
census table, it is easy at once to discover 
how this money will be apportioned. In the 
whole country the total number of people 
who cannot read and write is about 5,000,000, 
The total number who cannot write is 6,239,- 
058. Of course, the great bulk of this Lliter- 
acy is in the Southern States. Of the five 
million who can neither read nor write the 
fourteen Southern States furnish 3,775,731, 
so that three-fourths of the amount will be 
expended there, and as the great bulk of the 
illiterates in the South are freedmen, the bill 
might well be called a bill for the education 
of the freedmen. The following table will 
indicate the direction the appropriation will 


take in the South:

They can be more easily cheated by unseru- 
pulous employers. They can be more easily 
wheedled into one-sided contracts, and cer- 
tainly the history of the South during some 
years past has shown with what success ig- 
norance has conspired with fraud to cheat 
them of their political privileges, even to 
disfranchisement. In the twenty years that 
have followed the War substantially nothing 
has been done. to educate the freedmen by 
the South, and teachers who have gone South 
from the North to help educate them have 
either been driven off bysthe whites, or they 
have been so offensively ostracised that it 
has been impossible for them to remain 
there. The freedmen are hardly better off 
since the War, so far as education is con- 
cerned, than they were before the War. 
There are exceptional cases, of course, but 
the policy asarule has been to keep them 
uneducated, because ignorance keeps them 
weak, and not only keeps them from grasp- 
ing, but almost from understanding, their 
newly-acquired rights of citizenship. 

It is not necessary to consider the question 
of giving the freedmen the classical or higher 
grades of education. That is a matter for 
the future. They want the rudiments suf- 
ficiently to raise their labor capacity above 
that of the horse and ox, and to enable them 
to comprehend mechanical labor, for which 
they have an aptitude, and which they would 
undoubtedly follow if the avenues were once 
open to them. They should be taught read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic so that they can 
save themselves from being cheated, can 
know how to make contracts for their labor, 
can buy and seil with more intelligence, and 
can read the newspapers and know what is 
going onin the world, The recent bequest 
of Mr. Slater, of Norwich, Conn., of a mill- 
ion of dollars for this purpose was a noble 
one, and if it is judiciously used will have 
important results. The New York Trib- 
une, speaking of this bequest, very aptly 
says: If Mr. Slater’s million of dollars can 
be 80 applied as te teachhim [the freedman] 
that there is stuff in him fit for something 
better than the fate 6f an unreasoning brute, 
they will be nobly bestowed. The first step 
in the elevation of any people is to teach them 
their own actual value, and the quickest way 
to do this is to give them, simultaneously 
with the rudiments of au ordinary edutation, 
some means of measuring their own dex- 
terity, strength, and intelligence with those 


of their fellows.” 1 of this

NEW YORK POLITICS. 

It is reported from New-York that the 
President is the renomination of 
Cornell for Governor, the latter’s re- 
election might make him a formidable rival 
of Arthur’s for the Presidential nomination! 
To this end he is represented as favoring the 
selection of some such man as Representative 
Hiscock or Senator Miller for Governor. He 
is said to be of the opinion that, in case either 
of these gentlemen were elected, the way 
would be clear to him to secure the New 
York delegation in the next National Con- 


| vention. He contends also that, if the Re- 


publicans are to be defeated in the State 
election, it wlll be better to sacrifice some- 
body who is nominally identified with the 
Halt-Breed element, as he may then 
claim that the Republicans can only carry 
the State through the agency of the Modoc 
tribe. He seems to be thoroughly convinced 
that the action of the National Convention 
may be controlled entirely by the manipula- 
tion of New York polities, and feels confi- 
dent in his own efficiency in that kind of 
business. * 

It is very evident from ail this that Mr. 
Arthur has but a poor conception of Na- 
tional politics. New York is only one of 
the thirty-eight States which elect the Presi- 
dent, and the conduct of the New York poli- 
ticlans during the past eighteen months bas 
béen such as to weakeh even the propor- 
tional influence of that State in controlling 
the action of the Republican party in the 
convention of 1884. The American people 
are not apt to forget by that time the political 
events which preceded and led up to the 
assasination of President Garfield, and they 
are not disposed to reward with the highest 
political preferment the very men who were 
responsible for all the factional dissension 
and rancor that bore down upon Garfield. 
Mr. Arthur may have sufficient power in 
New York politics to prevent Gov. Cornell 
from securing a renomination. He may be 
able to control the machine“ so completely 
as to prevent any Garfield man from being a 
candidate. But after all this shall have 
been accomplished he will discover the im- 
possibility of any subsequent effort to manip- 
ulate the National Convention and to con- 
vince the representatives of the Republican 
party throughout the country that a politi- 
cian of his calibre and methods is essential 
to Republican success in 1884, 

The New York “machine” is not going to 
run the Republican party of the Nation in 
the future any more than it has in the past. 
It made a desperate but futile effort to do so 
in 1880, under the guidance of Conkling and 
with a “bigger man than Arthur” as a 
Presidential candidate. Its defeat was fol- 
lowed by an exhibition of resentment and 
selfishness which still further lowered the 
New York machine politicians in the esti- 
mation of the country at | They have 
earned no newclaim upon popular confi- 
dence or party influence, but, on the con- 
trary, have forfeited the respect which 
might have followed success.

AMERICAN “SUSPECTS” IN IRELAND. 
When Minister Lowell was finally con- 


strained to make a proper representation to 


the British Government of the American 
protest against the further detention without 
trial of persons claiming to be American 
citizens, the reasonableness of the position 
taken by our Government was readily recoe- 
nized by tue best exponents of public opinion 
in England, and particularly by the Tory or- 
gans. Even the London Times, which is al- 
ways alert for a controversy with the United 
States, was willing to admit the expediency 
of releasing foreigners confined in British 
jails under the Coercion act; and the St. 
James’ Gazette, a Tory newspaper, made the 
following conciliatory statement of the case: 


No foreign Government can be expected to 
suffer aay of its subjects to be kept in prison for 
a political or any other offense (or because it is 
thought that they intend to commit erime) for 
along and indefinit period without trial. If 
with the sanction of the Legisiature our own 
Government chooses to keep any of ber Majes- 
ty’s subjects in this condition there is an ena of 
the matter,so far as they are concerned. But 
we really do not see how a foreign Government 
can be resieted when it says to us, “ Considering 
your difficulties, we do not object to your keep- 
ing in jail for a month or two, on suspicion, A 
and B. subjects of this State, but they must not 
be imprisoned untried for a quite indefinit time, 
and after six months of it we must ask you 
either to put them to tial or release them.” It 
micht be kinder, it might be more considerate, 
not to prefer such a request. But we cannot 
regard it as unreasonabie, and no people are en- 
titied to resent such a demand less than the En- 
lien; and, we ehouid hope, none are less dis- 
posed to do so. As for our Government, we 
hope they may be relied upon to deal with these 
American remonstrances without anger or irri- 
tation. 


The logic of the American position is irre- 
sistible. The protest against the continned 


_confinement of American citizens upon the 


charge of political offense, and without even 
the semblance of a trial, was addressed by 
one constitutional Government to another 
Government pretending to be constitutional 
in form and spirit. The British Government 
would virtually surrender all claim to the 
constitutional theory if it were to insist upon 
the right to imprison not only its own sub- 
jects, but the citizens of another country, for 
an indefinit period upon mere suspicion of 
politieal offense, and meanwhile deny them 
a hearing. The American Government 
could, under no circumstances, submit to 
such injustice and indignity, even in the ab- 
sence of any statutory provision. Every 
principle ot common law condemns such an 
exercise of authority over foreigners enjoy- 
ing the hospitality of a Government; but, in 
addition to this, the American statutes pro- 
vide against any violation of the common law 
of nations, and specifically make it the duty 
of the Executive to interfere when such vio- 
lation is presented. We quote again the 
American law (R. S., Sec. 2 001) on this sub- 
ject: ä 
Whenever it is made known to the 
that any citizen of the United — 4 pen 
unjustiy 22 of his liberty by or under the 
authority of any foreign Government, it sball 
be the duty of the President forthwith to de- 
mand of that Goverument the reasons such 
nment; and if it appear to be wrongful 
and iu violation of the rigbts of American citi- 
zensbip, the President shall forthwith demand 
the release of such and if the release so 
demanded is unreasonably delayed or refused, 
the President shall use such means, not amount- 
ing to actsof war, as he may think necessary 
and proper to obtuin or effectuate the release;

There can be little doubt that the British 
Government will recognize the justice of the 
American law, and either bring to trial or 
set free any American citizens who seek the 
protection of their adopted country. If the 
Liberals should be mad enough to hold out 
against the American demand they would 
furnish the Tories with another weapon for 
striking at their administration, and it is evi- 
dent that the Tories would use it, though it 
would be curious enough to see the latter 
ranged on the American side of any issue 
between the United States and the British 
Government.

A SUBMARINE EXHIBITION. 

A most interesting exhibition of naval and 
submarine engineering has been opened at the 
Agricultural Hall, the chief feature of which, 
after many fears that the pressure of the water 
could not be overcome, is a glass tank sixty feet 
in circumference, wherein divers can be seen 
working, clad in grotesque submarine armor.

SEVENTY CENTS A LAMP PER NIGHT. 
It will take about sixty-five lamps to light the 
district.

LANGLEY BRUCE. 
HE COMMITTED SUICIDE IN PHILADELPHIA.

New York, Aprii 17.—It is now known that the 
young man who committed suicide by shooting 
himself in the Great Western Hotel in Philadel- 
phia last week, and who had registered as 
Frank Evans,“ was Langley Bruce, of this city, 
who was until about a year ago engaged in the 
insurance business with Lawrence F. Braine at 
No. 55 Liberty street. Langley Bruce was about 
26 years oid, and was the son of Hamilton Bruce, 
who was at one time a Deputy Collector at the 
custom-bouse, and afterward secretary of the 
British-American Fire- Insurance Company.

there. 

In order that there might be no misunder- 
standing the Mayor volunteered the informa- 
nou that McDunaild did not say be had anything 
to do with winning the money. 

That same day witness gave orders to Lieut. 
Currie:—Chief McGarigie was in Milwaukee at 
the time—to bave the house pulled that night. 
But early in the evening be received a telepnone 
message, which be presumed to come frum Mr. 
Beck, the man who bad brought the matter first 
to his attention, that the monev bad been re- 
turned, and the order to pull the house was 
thereupon countermanded, and that was the 
end of it.

Changes in the East- Bound Classifica- 
tlen-—A Vote on Their Adoption Re- 
quested by Commissioner Fink. 

A meeting of the Vlassification Committee of 
the Eastern roads was held in New York April 
12, 1882, to consider applications for changes in 
classification, etc. This committee made the 
following report, recommending certain addi- 
tions to, changes in, and erasures from the or- 
cial classification of east-bound freight, to take 
effect April 24, 1882, which recommendations are 
submitted for the vote of the Joint Executive 
Committee:

PrRovipEence, R. I.. April 17.—A very impor- 
tant report of a railway commission,was, made to 
the City Council tonight. For some time past 
there has been great clamoring on the part of 
different railroads centering here for better 
terminal facilities. Right in the centre of the 
city in the rear of the Union passenger depot is 
a shallow cuve seven-cighths of a mile ia cir- 
cumferenee and surrounded by a wall or nar- 
row strip of park. Four years ago the cove was 
dredged at a cost of $60,000, and it is nearly as 
full of mud now as before dredging. 
This tract being rded as practically 
useless in its present shape, the railroad 
companies have brought all forces to bear 
to Cause the city to sell it to them for railroad 
purposes. This idea bas been favored by busi- 
neus-men genveraily. AccordiNgiy Mayor Hay- 
wood appointed a commission of representative 
men Dec. 12 last to consider and report. Public 
bearings were held, and private conferences 
with the railroad companies. A plan satisfac- 
tory to all the roads was formulated and pre- 
sented in the council tonight. This pian pro- 
vides for the sale of the Gove and the cove lands 
to consolidated railroad companies at 81 r 
foot—a very low price. Then the co is 
to be filled in and ample  freight- 
on all roads located 

there. All the roads are to run 


into a new and capacious union pasgenger depot. 


which will be placed on what is now Cove Park, 
100 feet in the rear of the present depot. The 
streets in the vicinity are to be wide and new 
streets leading to the depot from the north- 
western part of the city laid out. Ali grade 
crossings are to be abolisbed. Incideptal to this 
plan is another to bring the Fall River & New- 
port Road into the union depot either by ele- 
vated tracks or tunnel under College Hill. It is 
safe to say tant these tracks or this 
tunnel will Only dave existence on paper 
as the road is an unimportant one. 11 
the generul plan outlined above is carried out it 
will be a great Commercial benefit to this grow- 
ing city. Its incepuou is due greatly to the re- 
eéutiy-formed through connections with the

Judge Blodgett Gives an Impor- 
tant Decision on Option 
Contracts. 
Litigation Over the Reprint of 
the Illinois Supreme Court 
Reports. 


New Suits, Judgments, Divorces, 
Confessions, Etc. 


An Interesting Decision as to Option 
Contracts on the Board of Trade. 

A decision of considerable interest to com mis- 
sion men was given yesterday morning by Judge 
Blodgett in the case of H. W. Jackson, Receiver 
of the Third Nasional Bank, against Ira Foote. 
This was a suiton a guaranty of payment by 
Foote of two promissory notes for $5,000 each 
made by trustees of the estate of Ira Couch 
to defendant and by him delivered to the bank 
and guaranteed. These notes were given to the 
bank in December, 1876, as collateral security for 
the payment of a note for $15,000 made by 
S.@. Hooker & Co. to the bank for money 
loaned. The ou defense was that the two 
$5,000 notes were given to S. G. Hooker & Co. in 
settlement of an indebtedness due by Foote ou 
some gambling transacuons conducted by the 
frm for him on the Board of Trade. The Judge, 
in deciding the case, said the facts a red 
be that, during 1874, 1875, and 1876, Foote specu- 
lated on the board through 8. G. Hooker & Co., 
ou the understanding that they were to deal only 
in differences; that is, that they were not two 
take iu Carry any commodities bought, but 
were to or reeeivefor bim the differences 
between the buying and selling prices of ihe 
commodities dealt in. Under this arranoge- 
ment a number of deals were made 
by Foote on the board, through bis 
brokers, accord to the usual custom, in future 
Options, and the dealiugs continued until sume 
time in May, 1876, the firm setting transactions 
or differences, mg the money when the mar- 
ket was aguinst te, and receiving it for him 
when it was in bis favor, charging or giving bim 
credit,as the cause might be. In two or three 
transactions they seemed to have taken in and 
paid for grain and provisions bought for Foote, 
and heid them fora ort time, and then sold 
them, charging dim with the interest, storage. 
etc., incident to such transactions. He wus aiso 
debited wita com missions, and when a settlement 
was made he wus fouad to owe them about 8. - 
Ow. In payment of this amount he gave them 
four notes for $4,000 each, made by the trustees 
of the Couch estate to him, and guaranteed vy 
him, and the firm transterred the two notes on 
which the present suit was brought to the bank 
to secure their own note. 

The Judge thought the evidence clearly 
showed that Hooker, when de assumed for his 
firm to act as Foote’s broker on the board, did 
not contempiate or intend ty make auy different 
transaction for Foote than r bis other cus- 
tomers. He undouvtediy intended to make 
purchases or sales where the buyer had au op- 
tion as to the time within which to make deliv- 
ery, and he intended to so conduct Foote's traus- 
actions as to avoid taking and paying for any 
article bought; and he seemed to have explained 
to Foote bow, by reason ofebis many customers, 
some of whom were sellers and other buyers on 
the market, be could so manage Foote's busi- 
ness that the latter need not take any commodi- 
ty bought, but could simply settle the difference 
between „the purchase and the market price 
when the seller bad the right of deliv- 
ery. Hooker did not intend to, deal in 
“ options to buy or sell at a future time, such 
as were prohibited by the Illinois statutes, but 
intended to deal in time coutructs, and to settie 
the differences so as to avoid paying for and 
carrying the commodities bought. Moreover, 
while the defendant probably knew but little 
when be began with the firm as to the mode in 
which the business’ was transacted for him, yet 
he did not contemplate —.— in puts or 
“calls,” or options to buy and sell at a future 
time, and he was very soon aware of the forms 
and modes in which the business was done. He 
intended that his brokers ahould so manage his 
trades that differences should be paid or collected 
instead of taking or holding the article dealt in. 
He might have caljoulated dealing wholly in dif- 
ferences to such an extent as to make the trans- 
acuonps such as bad been construed by the 
courts to be wager contracts or 1 con- 
tracts at common law, but be evidentiy did not 
intend his brokersto make for bim such con- 
tracts as were expressiy made illegal by the 

\ statutes. At most they were to be transactions 
where it was not Intended t any commodity 
should be actualiy received of delivered, or per- 
haps deals in differences. The Supreme Court 
io tne Lyon case beid where there was an in- 
tention to deal only in differences, the transuc- 
tion was a wager contract and void at common 
equally evident that the in- 
te to Hooker & Co. was for 
commissions earned by the firm and for moneys 
actualy by them in the settlement 
of differences in such trades, and that none of 
these differences were paid on “ options to buy 
or seli grain or other commodities at a future 
day.“ but on saies or purchases of commodities 
where the seiler bad only an option as to the 
time of delivery. Such contracts had been heid 
not to be within the statutes, and to be valid. 

Assuming, then, that Fuote intended to deal 
only in differences, and that the bulk of his in- 
debtedness was for differen the only ques- 
tion was as to whether that fact tainted the 
notes so as to make Foote’s guaranty void in 
the bands of the bank. The bank was a bora- 
fide holder without notice. The statute made 
notes given in payment of a gambling 
contract void, but the notes in 
guestion were not given on “options 
10 sell or buy at afuture time,” hence were not 
gambling contracts within the statutes, though 
they might bave been gambiing or wager con- 
tracts at common av, so that if Hooker & Co. 
had sued Foote on the notes he could have suc- 
cessfully defended. It foliOwed then that 
Foote having delivered the notes with his guar- 

anty to Hooker & Co., even though their de- 
mand was tainted as a gambling ciaim at com- 
mon law, could not set up such illegulity as a 
defense against the guaranty in the hands of a 
bona-tide holder. niess a clear case of viola- 
tion of the statute was made 
that guaranty was valid in the 
bands of a bona-tide holder, and not 
tainted by any of the equities between the ori- 
inal parties. Moreover, the settlement on which 
the notes were given was for an account into 
which cash paid, commissions. and other ele- 
ments entered which were not of a gambling 
uature, and it was extremely doubtful whether, 
if suit had been brought by Hooker & Co, 
against.Foote, be could on the showing made 
have successfully defended their claim. Tue 
bank was therefore entitled toa verdict for the 
r due on thé notes with interest, or 611.

The Gas Companies Will Accept Last 
Year's Rates—Board of Trade Tele- 
graph—Mi.-ceNaneons Matters. 

The Council beid a regular meeting last even- 
ing. Mayor Harrison in the chair, and all the 
Aldermen present except Hildreth. 

Communications were received from the gas 
companies saying that they would furnish gas at 
the same price as last year—the rate fixed in the 
appropriation bill.

(24 cents a square inch), and recommending that 
the contracts be awarded those papers. 

Ald. Buriey, a minority of the committee hav- 
lug the matter in charge, concurred except as 
to the publication of any city matter in a Ger- 
man paper, which was illegal in the opinion of 
the Mayor and Corporation Counsel. 

The pupers were referred to the Committee on 
Printing. 

Aid. Altpeter introduced an order direct 
the Mayor to convene the committee provid 
tor in the municipai code to take steps to pre- 
vent loss of life by fire. 

Ald. Cullerton said a similar order was pend- 
ing, and the committee, made up of officials, 
was doing its duty. He moved that it be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Fire and Water.

A Very Satisfactory Business in 
Goods, Millinery, and — —

Believing that the readers of Tun Tarsune

She came from 
Philadelphia, where she bad been seduced, and 
had a child by a young blood, a married man. I 
had no business and no money at that time. I 
was not in any way prepared to take care of a 
wife. She was a poor, uneducated girl, without 
position or friends, and about the last person for 
me to bave married. She was very thio and deli- 
cate in appearance, stupid, and stubborn in dis- 
position, amd our marriage was most unfortu- 
nate. We always lived and dressed well, but we 
never lived together a week without having a 
serious quarrel.” 

The printer then said: “Gen. Crocker told us 
that be was not going to have a bookstore 
opened in the prison, and, beyond a few copies. 
Guiteau should not take these books to the jail. 
So they are now arranging some way to dispose
